The Cry of Monopoly. 


The cry of monopoly which the pa­ 
pers In the employ of the ring are 
yelling at Mr. B e a u d r y is the old 
subterfuge adopted by thieves of join­ 
ing in the pursuit ami shouting “Stop 
thief!” AVe have no doubt but that 
the ring wauld be pleased to turn at­ 
tention from themselves by calling 
Mr. B e a u d r y a monopolist, but un­ 
fortunately for their purpose there is 
nothing on which to buse their charge 
against him, while the people have 
abundant reason to remember the ring 
managers as the most exacting and 
oppressive of monopolists. Mr. B e a u ­ 


d r y does not claim an exclusive right 
to sell Los Angeles all of her water for 
the next thirty years; ho does not 
claim and exercise the right, in direct 
violation of the law, to fix the price 
for water and collect it in advance; he 
does not boast of his power and deter­ 
mination to control the city whether 
the people will or no. He docs not 
claim the right to compel a person to 
pay two dollars per m onth for two 
barrels of water. He claims no mo­ 
nopoly of any kind. He obtained per­ 
mission to lay down water pipes to a 
section of the city to which the AVater 
Company refused to luruish water, 
and he stands ready at any moment to 
turn those pipes over to the company on 
the paym ent of the cost and an agree­ 
m ent to continue the supply of water to 
that locality. More than this, he is 
willing that the company shall lay 
down pipes by tiicside of his own and 
fnrnisli or give away water at every 
point to which he has carried it. This 
does not look like a monopoly. 
He 
has done much for the city. 
By his 
individual enterprise and with his own 
money he has largely increased her 
taxable property, and rendered valua­ 
ble a large area of land which the dog- 
in-the-m anger policy of the Los An­ 
geles AArater Company caused to be 
considered almost worthless. But the 
monopoly will not take Mr. B e a u ­ 


d r y ’s water works off his hands at 
cost, they will not supply the high 
lands with water, and they boast that 
if they succeed in electing their Mayor 
and Councilmen they will placean in­ 
junction on those water works, destroy 
their usefulness and reduce to its 
former worthlessness the high lauds. 
This is what a corporation is seeking 
to do th at now lias its hireling point­ 
ing out Mr. B e a u d r y and shouting 
“monopoly.” The people cannot be 
deceived by this trick. 
Its purpose 
is too palpable, and the merciless and 
grasping character of those who are 
using it is too well known.

Mark Twain as a Pedestrian. 


The Boston Journal of November 
14th says: The stupendous feat of 
walking from Hartford to Boston, a 
distance of 90 miles, was, as the public 
are aware, really undertaken by the 
adventurous Samuel L. Clemens, bet­ 
ter known as Mark Twain, and his 
pastor, Rev. J. H. Twitchell. 
It has 
long been the custom of these gentle­ 
men to take walks of about ten miles 
in the vicinity of Hartford, for the 
purpose of enjoying a social chat and 
exchanging views on nothing in par­ 
ticular and everything in general; the 
result of which, to use Mark Twain’s 
own words, is th at Twitchell some­ 
times gains ideas from his companion 
which he embodies in his sermons, 
and Mark Twain obtains information 
from his pastor which he works up in­ 
to comical and humorous stories, tak­ 
ing note of every joke which uncon­ 
sciously falls from the clerical lips. 
Mark Twain says he and Twitchell 
always returned to Hartford, after 
one of these jaunts, with the jaw 
ache, but never foot-sore. 
To put an 
end 
to these country walks the 
“ twain ” resolved to undertake the 
trip to Boston and have enough “jaw ” 
to last them through the W inter 
months. 
Accordingly, they started 
from Hartford at 9 a . m . on Thursday, 
intending to keep along the old turn­ 
pike road and see the hamlets which 
the railroads have avoided, and reach 
Boston on Saturday. At 7 o’clock that 
evening they found 
themselves at 
AVebster, having traveled 28 miles, 
where they passed the night. 
Befere 
retiring they had a consultation and 
decided th at as their undertaking 
had developed into anything but 
a pleasure trip and 
had got to 
be actually hard work, and as they 
started purely for pleasure and had 
promised Howells, editor of the Atlan­ 
tic, to dine at his House in Cambridge 
on Monday evening, they concluded 
to take the cars at the nearest point 
and defer their pedestrian tour lor a 
year^or so. 
Friday m orning they 
walked ten miles, drove seven miles 
and reached New Boston Ct., where 
they took the Hartford and Erie train, 
arriving at Young’s Hotel at 7 p. m. 
They subsequently proceeded to How­ 
ell’s and partook of his hospitality 
ond returned to the hotel aboutl mid­ 
night.

M ark Twain wishes it distinctly un­ 
derstood that he has not made a fail­ 
ure, and would have continued his 
trip had Twitchell not have been 
under engagement to preach in New­ 
ton on Hunday morning.

he wanted a week to do the job com­ 
fortably, and is not anxious to take 
AVeston’s laurels away, because he 
considers that professional about as 
good as he or Twitchell.

understand th at it contains a nam e w ritten 
or printed thereon different from the nam e 
w hich Is w ritten or printed thereon, or de­ 
frauds any elector at any such election, by 
deceiving and causing such elector to vole lor 
a different person for any office than he in­ 
tended or desired to vote for, or who, being 
Inspector, Judge or Clerk of any election, 
wiiile acting as such, induces, or attem pts to 
induce, any elector, either by m enace or re­ 
ward, or prom ise thereof, to vote differently 
from wliat, such elector intended or desired to 
vote, is guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
sec. 61. E very person who w ilfully violates 
any of the provisions of the laws of this State 
relating to elections is, unless a different pun- 
ishm etit for such violation is prescribed by 
this Code, punishable by fine not exceeding 
one thousand dollars, or by im prisonm ent In 
the State Prison not exceeding five years, or 
by both.
